It used to be believed that the 


consumption of meat is injurious to 
the kidneys. The proteins in meat 
were believed to be harmful. Ke- 
cent investigations indicate, how- 
ever, that proteins do not irritate 
the kidney. Unless the kidney is 
really damaged or diseased it is not 
necessary to omit meat from the 
diet, although it should never be 
taken in excessive amounts, any 
more than other foods should be 
consumed intemperately. 


We can help the kidneys and con- 
serve their strength and usefulness 
by keeping the skiii clear and clean, 
so that it may do its share of the 
work. Daily bathing and drinking 
plenty of water aid in diluting the 
poisons that naturally accumulate 
within the body. The diet should be 
varied, simple and 
wholesome. 


Avoid fried or other greasy food 
and excessive quantities of salts, 
spices and condiments.
